The new plan calls for all GSA employes to 
report at 8:15 a.m. instead of 8:30 a.m. At the 
Department of Agriculture, where all em- 
ployes reported to work at 9 a.m., 4,064 will 
report at 8:15 and 4,038 at 8:30 a.m. NASA 
employes, formerly due in at 8:15 a.m. are 
now scheduled to report at 8. Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare, which used to have 8 a.m. 
and 9 a.m. shifts, will now have 3,097 em- 
ployes reporting at 8, 1,402 reporting at 8:30 


and the rest reporting at 9 a.m. The Depart- = 
ment of Transportation now has three shifts 
also, ranging from 7:30 t6 9 a.m.
